AM constantly meeting them! Indeed, I could write an 
interesting book on “ Ghosts I have Met,” but up to the 
hour of 11.15 P. M., on Saturday, Jan. 3d, 1885, I had never 
made the acquaintance of the Shade of Leigh Hunt.
